live here In the house in which we are J 
billeted came up to our room Christ­ 
mas morning and gave caon or us 
four boys an apple and several cook­ 
ies apiece. They also invited us down 
to inspect their tree. which w’as cer­ 
tainly beautifully decorated. The two 
little boys who were a part of the fam­ 
ily were apparently well pleased with 
what Santa Claus brought them, al­ 
though I viewed with a little regret 
the soldier’s uniform and saber winch 
the youngest boy received. The oldest 
boy received a cap for 
his 
present, 
which cost fifteen marks ($3.60). 
We moved to Neef. our present loca­ 
tion, 
Sunday, 
December 
22. 
from 
Bremm, a town just across the river. 
Immediately on our arrival we were 
put to guarding tunnels and bridges 
on the railroad. 
My shift started at 
I o’clock, Monday morning, coming off 
at 6. 
Yes, we are living old history 
now. though the trains don’t remind 
me much of those in tho States. 
I have received mail 
right 
along 
since the first I received in September. 
co you needn’t worry any more about 
the mail for it comes just as regular 
as clock work. 
I don’t think it will be such a great 
while before I’il be home where it 
won’t be necessary to write a latter 
and wait a couple of months for an 
answer. 
A Little Biography 
Now for a little biography of my­ 
self since last you hoard from me. On 
September 22. I believe, we were re­ 
lieved from the trenches at St. Mihiel, 
the selfsame place 
where 
both the 
French and Germans lost so heavily 
in 1914, when the Huns made their big 
drive to Verdun. We were here only 
ten days acting in support 
for 
trip 
French as they went over the top. We 
never lost a single man here; but we 
were out in the rain all night on guard 
duty, which, of course, wasn't much 
of a ‘snap." 
From the trenches, w’e hiked back 
five or six kilometers. 
We remained 
here for a week or so when we went to 
a position in front of 
the 
Argonne 
woods. It was here that we discarded 
our packs and took up our location. 
The second and fourth platoons con­ 
tinued on up to the front line, while 
the first and third remained where they 
were, attached to Division Headquar­ 
ters and Brigade H. Q., respectively. 
As a member of the first platoon, I 
naturally remained at Division H. Q. 
Our duty was to open a liaison between 
the 58th and 59th regiments. 
In the end, however, we found our 
duty was to guard and unload rations 
they came into the 4th Division

For 
some reason or another, they held us 
at the same place where we had left 
our packs the preceding time that we 
were up. 
We again fell back to ah- 
dilly, a village ( lose to Francisville, 
after the armistice had been aigned. 
Who knows where I would now be lf 
the armistice had not been signed. 
But that’s neither here nor there for 
the fact remains that I’m still well and 
am feeling fine. Of course, I’d feel 
lots better if we were

Europe Thinks U. S. Should 
Assume Large Share of 
League's Burden 


By J. W. T. M ASO N 
(Written for the United Pre**.) 
NEW YORK. Feb. 6 — Europe is 
bringing constantly increasing pres­ 
sure to beaf upon A m erica’s peace 
delegates to persuade them to consent 
to the United States becoming an ag­ 
ent of the league for the adm inistra­ 
tion of part of the form er territory of 
the central powers. 
Not only the American peace dele­ 
gates themselves are being subjected 
to that influence but persuasion from 
abroad is being exerted directly upon 
the American people. 
Europeans are 
saying that since President Wilson de­ 
mands a new form of colonial admin­ 
istration which would make the league 
of nations the guardian of many un­ 
developed parts of the earth, the Unit­ 
ed States cannot in fairness refuse to 
shoulder part of the expense and re­ 
sponsibility. 
Each nation accepting 
from the league any part of the world 
to govern will have to finance the gov­ 
ernm ent itself and provide the govern­ 
ing officials by its own devices. 
A new ethical responsibility to man­ 
kind will thus belong to this form of 
adm inistration and Europe is charging 
that America cannot m aintain her 
moral leadership if President Wilson 
rejects a mandate from the league of 
nations 
to spread abroad 
American 
ideals. 
European statesmen want the Unit­ 
ed States to assume responsibility for 
the government of part of Asia Minor, 
especially since there are various riv­ 
alries among some world powers con­ 
cerning claims upon Turkey. 
France, 
Italy and Greece all have expansionist 
ambitions in the Near East. 
If Amer­ 
icans were to step in the other nations 
would accept America’s occupation as 
a compromise which would put all of 
them on an equal plane. 
Great Britain wants America to take 
over the administration of part of Tur­ 
key in Asia because the United States 
would be a more congenial neighbor 
for the British than would any other 
power. 
Great Britain in all probabil­ 
ity would be the league of nations’ 
agent in Mesopotamia and perhaps be­ 
yond. 
If 
American 
administrators 
w'ere to be in control of nearby areas 
no racial differences of ideas would 
exist to hamper mutual support. 
The league of nations must be pre­ 
pared to encounter many difficulties in 
its early years of being 
Not the 
leaat of these will be the methods to 
be 
developed 
for 
governing 
the 
league’s colonies in the interest of the 
inhabitants themselves. 
Those na­ 
tions who are most successful in 
spreading liberty and freedom as the 
agents of the league will become the 
world’s most influential inhabitants.

freedom

ies might in fact become the corner­ 
stone ot the league's success.

Whether or not Orange County will 
go to bat in efforts to prevent the 
elimination of free tolls in Orange 
county will probably be decided at a 
special 
meeting of 
the Associated 
Chambers of Commerce to be held t o ­ 
morrow night at James Cafe in this 
city. 
Sine* the announcement that a spe­ 
cial meeting of the organization is to 
be held, residents of the northern part 
of the state have advised that they 
will bring up the telephone rate mat­ 
ter, and the feelings of the different 
communities on the proposition will be 
presented by the delegates from the 
organization identified with the county 
Chambers. 
It is claimed by the company that 
the railroad commission has granted 
the Pacific Telephone and Telegraph 
company permission to institute toll 
charges between exchanges in what 
are now 
free toll zones 
and the 
charges would have been put in effect 
on the first of next month had not the 
commission issued a restraining ord­ 
er as a result of the conflict over au­ 
thority of Postmaster General Burle­ 
son 
to 
make rates 
in California. 
While the commission grant was for 
permission to make a charge of ten 
cents between the exchanges, the com­ 
pany proposed to adopt the federal 
rates which make the rate five cents. 
It is understood that residents of 
the northern part of the county have 
been bestirring themselves and have 
more or less organized a line of battle 
for opposing the company’s plans. 
Other important subjects that will 
come un for consideration tomorrow 
night are the possible location of a 
federal naval training school at New­ 
port harbor, counfer bonds for the har­ 
bor and settlement of the question as 
to whether this county shall oppose 
Riverside in efforts to locate a farm 
school at Riverside.
